Sserts that “the figures of the United States Census 
show -almostsinexhaustible data for prohibition argu- 
ment.’’ The pro-liquor advocate might come back 
with the statement that in the American Prohibition 
Year Book one might pick up a wealth of. data in 
favor of a liberal extise policy. Without subscribing 
to the latter view, one may nevertheless draw, from 
the figures cited in the prohibition manual, the fact 
that there has been less of a.change in the drink- 
ing habit than in the drinking habits of the American 
people during the last 4 years, In 1840 the annua! 








gallons. After ® years’ fluctuation the figures stood 
at 2.07 gallons in 1870, whence, during the next 
decade, there was a drop to 1.27 gallons, around Which 
figure the annual consumption has remained; In 190 
it was 137 gallons.

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The cause of this preventable blindness is (ophthalmia | 
of the new-born), commonly known as “inflammation 
of the eyes of the new-born,” ‘“‘babies’ sore eyes,” 
or ‘cold in the eye’’—one of the most dangerous meén- 
aces to vision when treatment is neglected or delayed. 
“Tt is a veritable world plague,’ says Dr. Lewis. 
“It occurs everywhere, and no country has yet suc- 
ceeded in getting it under control.” 

From New York to Japan, from Japan to Australia, 
from Australia to South America, its causes’ are 
scattered. In “Mexico, it is the common cause of 
blindness, and that country claims at least 4600 vic- 
tims; in the New York State School for the Blind, 
at Batavia, 9.7 per cent of the children admitted ©

average in 1909 was higher—44 per cent; at the Shef- 
field School for the Blind (England), Dr. Simeon 
Snell reports to the British Medical Asso¢iation 127 
cases out of 383 inmates—42.36 per cent; and, stil!

are, in many instances, superior in food

| “Chenper Cuts Better. 

The great’ role which meat plays in 
the. diet of the average American is 
shown in the statistics compiled in the 
Office of the Experiment Stations. It 
furnished about 16 per cent of the total 
food consumed in the ordinary American 
family, about 30 per cent of the protein 
desired inthe average diet and 60. per 
cent of the energy producing fats. Meat 
in general, says the pamphlet, is one of 
the most digestible of foods. Even the 
less_ expensive Cuts are very easily di- 
gested.. “The higher-priced ones contain 
more of the so-called extractives of 
more pleasing quality, which not only 
give the meat its agreeable flavor, but 
also actually stimulate the digestive 
processes. They. have, however, little 
if any nutritive value, and for persons 
with normal digestion the less expensive 
cuts cooked and flavored in an appetiz- 
ing way may certainly be used to re- 
place the costly ones. 

Since meat is undeniably one of the 
most expensive articles of diet the Gov- 
ernment suggests that the cost of meat 
eating can’ be lessened by purchasing 
meat in wholesale quantities for home 
use; by economy in selection and pur- 
chase so as to take advantage of vary- 
ing market conditions; serving smaller 
portions of meat than usual or using 
meat less freyuently; careful attention 
to the use of meat, bone and fat and 
small portions commonly trimmed off 
and thrown away and the -utilizatton 
of left-over portions of cooked meats, 
and the use of less expensive kinds. 

Meat clubs are suggested for the coun- 
try, by which members can take turns 
furnishing animals for slaughtering. 

“Many of the dishes ‘popular in good 
hotels,” says Uncle Sam, “are made 
from the portions. of meat that are froe- 
quently thrown away in private 
houses.”’ :

TALKS OF STAGE 


Abraham L. Erla Erlanger, Who 


Controls 750 Theaters, Says 
Public Is Supreme.. 


IT ‘DICTATES OUTPUT 


Mame 


Play Now Favored* Must Be 
True ‘to Life—Present 
Conditions Analyzed. 


Abraham L. Erlanger, executive head 
of what’ is known as the Theatrical 
Syndicate, which Owns or controls 750 
first-class theaters in this country, is 
ropularly known as the Napo'eon of 
the American drama and is unquestion- 
ably ‘its mest powerful figure. His in- 
dividual views concerning the theatri- 
cal business, {ts systematized adminis- 
tration, the present conditioh of the 
American. stage, and the mutuai rela- 
tions of playgoers, players afid play- 
producers, are therefore of exceptiona! 
interest and significance. 

“The theatrical business is the most 
yetuliar business in the world,’ said 
Mr. Erlanger to @ representative o4f 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and New 
York World, in the study of his home 
on West End avenue in New York Ci-y 
recently. “In fact, it has oniy heen a 
puriness for the past fifteen sr twenty 
years. And although it has been thor- 
oughly. systematized anJ its more im- 
portant managers have a solid finan- 
cial standing, it Js still the most specu- 
letive business in the world. And it 
will doubtless always remain soa. Since 
the crganization of the Theatricai Syn- 
Gicate the man who erects a theater 's 
sure,of a return on his investment, but 
the-man who produces a show is- just 
us much up in the air as ever he was. 

“There is no one on earth who can 
tell before it is produced if a play will 
be a success. Sometimes at the final 
rehearsal I can feel that a play will be 
a failure, but rarely can I fee! positiva 
that it will .be a success. This one 
thing is certain, however: People go to 
the theater to be entertained‘and, con- 
seguentiy, to be a success a play must 
first of all entertain. If it has an up- 
lifting tendency, if it instructs, if it 
shows some of the great truths of life, 
so much the better. These are the 
kinds of plays managers want now- 
adays, but if they don't entertain they 
will never make a dollar for their pro- 
Cucers. Personally I enjoy a serious 
play, preferably a historical play, but 
the Majority of theater-ggers prefer 
1 usieal comedy. 

New York, Not a Safe Theater Guide. 

“I .enjoy foing to ‘the theater if I 
don’t have to «so too often. To enjoy 
a play one must-start out with the idea 
that. he is”going to. have a good time. 
And for this very reason New. York is 
not a safe guide to the feelings of Amer- 
icans as a whole. New York is too cos- 
mopolitan, ‘and the character of its audl- 
ences.too shifting and ephemeral, owing 
to the constant influx and exodus of 
strangers. It does not take the theater 
seriously enough. It is not quite so bad 
as London, where they go. to the theater 
to kill time between dinner. and ‘supper, 
but the late coming of most of the 
audience indicates that it is drifting in 
that direction very rapidly. 

“Bona fide New Yorkers are not great 
theater-goers. I think Bostén and Chi- 
cago ‘people go much more frequently. 
The hundreds of thousands of out-of- 
town people who are in New York every 
week make up a large percentage of 
every audience.”’ 

Asked if he thought the law of supply 
and demand held true In .the ‘theatrical 
business,..he replied In the affirmative. 
rubile Dictates Character of Piays. 

“The public gets what it wants; that 
goes almost without saying,’’. he went 
on. “The public goes to hear plays 
rather than to see them. The day of 
the great spectacle is past. It may re- 
turn ten years from now, but at the 
present time the play that is true to 
life, human and untheatrteal, seems to 
be more in favor. Like everything else 
in this world, the stage is moving in the 
direction of distinct improvement, It 
must have improved under the general 
law of evolution, or it could not exist 
today, when you consider how it has 
been hedged about with adverse :egis- 
lation: and prejudice. It has been under 
the limelight of criticism for centuries 
and has survived. 

“This is the best proof that it is good 
and is constantly getting better. And, 
by the way, the so-called ‘palmy.days'’ 
of the’ drama are myths. .Plays were 
never so. well written, staged and acted 
as they abe today. .If they were put on 
and acted’ as they were 20 years ago 
people wouldn’t go across the street to 
see them: Of course, there is this 
drawback, that the number of theaters 
have mukiplied so rapidly that it has 
been a. difficult. matter to get really 
good ‘plays and good actors for all of 
them.

The old river was frozen harder than a block of 
granite.and for awhile it looked as though the break, 
when it did come, would simply. tear the bed out by 
the roots and hang it up in the clouds to dry. Wharf- 
boats, steamboats, tugs, barges—every kind of craft 
was frozen up as tight as a can of sardines, and it 


seemed they were doomed to be crushed like so many 
peantts.

Reports are persistent 
formed political quarters that Warner 
is to receive a lucrative Federal jab 
under the Taft administration. 

The Republican managers appear a)- 
most unanimous in the opinion that 
the “stand-pat’’ element of the party 
must retire in favor of the ultra-pro- 
gressives led by Gov. Hadley. 

Argue for Hadley. 

If former Goy. Folk should conclude 
to remain gut of the Democratic sena- 
torial fight, there is additional reason, 
Republicans say, why Hadley should 
become a candidate. 

Both David R. Francis and former 
Mayor James A. Reed of Kansas City 
are playing loudly on the tariff lute, 
but using the soft pedal on State issues. 

The Democratic candidate for governor 
in 1908, W. 8S. Cowherd, pursued a sim- 
ilar policy, subordinating State ques- 
tions and making “harmony’’ speeches 
all over the State. His Republican 
opponent seized the opportunity to at- 
tack former Democratic administrations, 
with the result that Hadley was elected 
governor by a majority of 17,000 votes. 

Among the Democratic rank and file, 
Francis and Reed are known as: con 
servatives. Objection has been raised 
to Francis in the rural districts on the 
ground that he bolted the Democratic 
national ticket in 1896,. identifying him- 
self with the Pailmer-Buckner sound- 
money movement. 

Reed is being criticized for taking up 
the cause of the Metropolitan Stréet 
Railway Co. of Kansas City in the re- 
cent fight there to prevent that corpo- 
ration obtaining extraordinary franchise 
grants. 

The Metropolitan proposition was de- 
feated overwhelmingly, a number of 
Reed’s former supporters taking a stana 
against it. 

During the absence of Folk from the 
city on a lecture tour, Lon R. Sanders 
took occasion to announce that the for- 
mer Governor may be induced to seek 
the Democratic presidential nomination. 
Sanders is at the head of an organiza- 
tion which has representation in proba- 
bly 30 or 40 counties of the State. 

Recently Sanders aeclared in an in- 
terview published in the Post-Dispatch 
that it was the judgment of Folk’s 
closest St. Louis advisers that he ought 
not to run for United States senator. 

Folk answered this suggestion with 
the statement that at the proper time 
he will define his position and that no- 
body will be authorized meanwhile to 
indicate the line of his political aspira- 
tions. 

Presidential Talk. 

Unless the present situation changeg 
very materially, political leaders be- 
lieve that Folk will try for senatorial 
honors. The Francis and Reed men 
have been wishing that he would go 
after the presidency and leave. senator- 
jal contest alone. 

Foik’s friends on the other hand sus- 
pect that Francis is a candidate ior 
president as well as for senator and 
that éven if Folk aspired to the presi- 
dential chair he would encounter the 
most determined opposition among the 
Democratic leaders in his own State. 

One of Folk’s friends refers to the 
presidential discussion as a “sop” to 
get Folk off the senatorial track. It 
has been represented to the former 
Governor that Nelson W. McLeod, Lon 
Sanders and others who furnished thé 
financial sinews for his gubernatorial 
campaign six years ago are now allied 
with the Francis candidacy. 

From this it is argued that Folk need 
expect no outside financial assistancé 
in St. Louis if he makes a bid for War- 
ner’s toga. 

Folk himself, however, is said to feel 
that he can finance his own campaign | 
this year. He has cleared mors than 
$0,000 on hia lecture tour, according to 
his friends, whereas when he left the 
Governor's office, according to the story 
.o!d friends, his bank account had drib- 
bled to an inconsequential sum. 

If he should run for the Senate he 
figures the campaign will entail @ pet- 
sonal expenditure of possibly $15,000 af 
$20,008.

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~|TVPIGAL WEATHER 
MARKET ON WHEAT 


Prices Guided Entirely by Shift- 
ing Climatic Conditions and 
Fluctuate Nervously. 





Prices on wheat in the local market 
made few important lasting changes last 
week. There were several wide fluctu- 
ations during the first few days, the 
market being a typical erratic affair, 
guided almost entirely by the shifting 
weather conditions, but reactions from 
these movements were sudden and rapid. 
The close was \%c to %@ic lower for the 
week. Corn was in a relatively steady 
position, considering the bearish trend 
of news, but closed at liberal net de- 
clines. Oats were poorly supported and 
sold lower. 

The market hinged almost entirely on 
the climatic conditions. The drouth 
was not completely broken up and serv- 
ed more or less as a bull feature all 
week. The previous week closed with 
predictions of heavy rains. They failed 
to materialize at the start and as plen- 
tiful moisture had been discounted in 
the future market, a sharp advance re- 
sulted. 

Seattered Rain in Sonthwest. 

Later there were scattered showers 
in sections of the Southwest. A tem- 
porary cessation of the damage reports 
resulted, but despite the fact that mod- 
erate rain fell during most of the lat- 
ter part of the week, it was complained 
that the moisture, especially in sections 
of Kansas and Nebraska, was insuffi- 
cient in volume.

It verifies the prophecy made 
in Egypt that Col. Roosevelt’s 
announcement that he is travel- 
ing as a private citizen is merely 
a merry masquerade and that he 
is going to make his tour of the 
continent as. conspicuous as if 
a brass band was along, 


It already has been arranged} 


that he will accept audiences 
with royalty and other honors 
which tend to emphasize his 


prominence. 

He is beginning his tour of Eurepe in 
unusually vigorous health and is most 
enthusiastic. In ‘order that he may not 
grow fat, he is eating only two meals 
a day. A steamer crowded with Amer- 
ican tourists and with a band playing 
“Yankee Doodle” went out to meet the 
Steamship Rrinz Heinrich as, after a 
most pleasant voyage from Alexandria, 
she entered Naples Bay. 

Always Plays the “Lion.” 

Col. Roosevelt, as usual, when a dem- 
onstration is on, literally was “‘on deck”’ 
and waved his hat in response to the 
weicome. 
the Mediterranean in working on the 
addresses he will make in Paris, Chris- 
tiania and at Oxford University. He 
virtually finished them last night. ‘Then 
for the first time he appeared in the 
ship’s cabin and chatted with friends.

She seems in good spirits and appears 
to be in much better condition than 
when she left in February. Friends of 
the defense are elated over'the deposi- 
tions taken at Columbia yesterday and 
declare that the backbone of the 
has been broken. ae 

Prof. Schweitzer, who conduct the 
analysis for poison for the State, de- 
clared unequivocally on the witness 
stand that he hadn’t eliminated the pure 
or white strychinine and further said 
that it would be a physical impossibil- 
ity to ac so with the small amount of 
filtrate and the minute amount of pol- 
son it contained, though he declared 
that all tests indicated that it was 
present. 

State’s Witness Hurts Case. 

The defense sets much store by this, 
but attorneys for the State do not, de- 
claring that absolute elimination is 
never accomplished where only minute 
quantities exist. The-tests to be made 
in open court, they declare, will estab- 
lish beyond doubt that the viscera of 
Prof. Vaughn contained strychnine in 
quantities sufficient to produce death. 
The most important deposition, how- 
ever, was that of Dr. Mitchell, micro- 
scopic expert and pathologist employed 
py the State. 

He was unwilling to talk, but finally 
testified that Vaughn's heart showed 
serious enlargement, and that one kid- 
ney was soft, and in bad condition. It 
has been declared heretofore that Prof)’ 
Vaughn was addicted to the use of 
‘strychnine, and the enlargement, it is’ 
said, may have been due to that. 

Mrs, Vaughn Won’t Talk. 

In addition, Dr. Mitchell declared that 
he found the red corpuscles of the blood 
broken down and surrounded by a4 
black pigment, a very unusual conéi- 
tion, the indications of which he was 
ignorant. Accerding to this testimony, 
friends of the defense say, any number 
of causes may have contributed to Prof. 
Vaughn's death. 

Mrs. Vaughn, when called by tele- 
phone tonight, refused to be interview- 
ed, and declared that she “positively 
could not talk.”

What would our newspapers be with- 
out Reno? Even those who disapprove 
of Reno the most never fail to read a 
story dated from there, if only for the 
pleasant titillation of bejng shocked. 
Reno is a wonderful clearing house 
for those of us who take an interest 
in the diverting scandalous goings-on of 
our rich neighbors, and for those sar- 
donic souls who point morals to all sto- 
ries of frailty, Reno furnishes endless 
material. ~ 
There is an apprehension in odivaie 
ing its shadow over Reno and that all 
this shall soon be at an end. The fiat 
has gone forth, say certain leaders in 
Nevada, that Reno shall no longer be 
known as the divorce center of the 
world, and the election this coming No- 
vember may retire this fair town into 
the monotonous ‘oblivion into which 
Sioux Falls has already sunk.

Magnate Declares It Is as 
Fallacious to Tax: Wealth 
as to Kill the Poor.

NEW YORK, April 2.—When due al- 
lowance has been made for the effect 
of the foreés that make for dearer liv- 
ing, there still remains a large unex~ 
plained balance. This must be credited 
to the lavish expenditure which has now 
grown to be a national trait, which is 
eating up our accumulated wealth and 
which is forcing prices higher and high- 


er by consuming our resources unpro-~ 
ductively, encouraging indotence and 
luxury, and compelling resort to a con- 
stantly ascending scale of wages. 

Waste, idleness and rising wages, ali 
inter-related to one another now, as 
cause and now as effect, are, next to 
an overissue of irredeemable paper, the 
three most powerful forces in the 
world to raise prices. High wages and 
high prices work in a circle. Every rise 
of one is écted in a rise in the other. 
But somebody has to pay these wages. 

We are Jiving in an age of world-wide 
financial delirium. Most nations have 
thrown away moderation in the spend- 
ing of money. 

Increase in Europe’s Debt. 

The debts of Europe have increased 
from $2,070,600,000 in. 1789 to $29,652,800,000 
in 1907. Today the annual interest 
charge is $1,200,000,000. 

She is in the position of a debtor who 
must constantly add to the principal of 
his obligations in arder to get money to 
keep him from defaulting on the inter 
est. 

In the United States, leaving out 
the debts of counties, municipalities 
and schoo] districts, the aggregated 
debt of all the states and territories, 
less sinking fund assets, was $274,- 
746,772 tn 1880; In 1890 tt was $211,- 
210,187, and in 1902 it was $254,908,- 
873. The decrease for the first de- 
cade was 28.1 per cent, and the in- 
creasé for the 12-year period to 1902 
11.2 per cent. " 

“The. ordinary expenses of the Gov- 
érnmeént has jumped from $293,657,- 
600 in 1870 to $659,196,000 in 1908. The 
total. expenditures of the states and 
territories leaped from $77,105,911 in 
1890 to $185,764,202 in 1908, or 141 per 
cent. 

Figures of Public Extravagance. 

‘The aggregate expenditures: of all 
the states together with their minor 
civil divisions of counties municipal- 
ities and school districts, rose from 
$569,252,6384 in 1890 to $1,156,447,085 in 
1902. The increase was $587,194,351, 
or 103 per cent. Expressed in per 
capita terms, this means that the cost 
of the state government only was 
$1.24 for each person in 1890 and 
$2.35 in 1902; for states and minor 
civil divisions combined it was $9 in 
1890 and $14.64 in 1902. A few exer- 
cises in compound proportion will 
rhow what it may be 20 or 30 years 
hence. 

As the cost of production is chiefly 
labor cost, the price of the finished ar- 
ticle must go up if tne price of labor is 
raised. This is just as true of the farm 
as of the factory. And the wages of 
farm labor have risen with the wages 
of labor in the trades. 

Rallroads’ Taxés Greater. 

The effect of national waste of capi- 
tal is felt immediately in the added 
weight of taxation. One of the last 
things men learn is that every dollar 
paid out by the Government must first 
have been paid in by the community. 

The taxes collected annually from the 
railroads of the country have increased 
more than 200 per cent since 1889. They 
increased by $40,000,000 and by more than 


1908. Franchise taxes, inheritance taxes, 


taxes on corporations and income taxes 
are all recent additions or suggestions.

The Chief’s defense is that he never 
saw, or if he saw didn’t read, Capt. 


@’Brien’s report that Healy’s expedi-} 


tion included Campbell’s and Busch’s 
Grove. 

“I beg. to remind you,” asserts Cree- 
cy, “that the Chief cannot read all 
the reports that are made, The busi- 
ness of the Chief is not to spend all 
of his time reading reports on matters 
that are disposed of, but to bring to 
the highest efficiency a force of about 
1800 men,”’ 

In answer to the third charge, that 
Creecy did not promptly seize the books 
of the Rellef Association after informed 
that Patrolman Cradick and Caudle had 
challenged their integrity, the suspended 
Chief replies with a “tu quoque”’ argu- 
ment. 

“Col. -Laird is quoted as ‘saying,”’ 
urges Creecy, “that he received 10 
months ago a number of anonymous 
warnings to investigate the books of 
the association. 

“Gentlemen, if you had this informa- 
tion 10 months ago, why was it not com- 
municated to the Chief of the Depart- 
ment? Why do you charge me with de- 
reliction in office for failing to do in two 
days what you were afraid to do in 10 
months? 

“IT knew nothing of the irregularity in 
the Relief Association until Jan. 11. My 
information then was that Healy had 
not kept his bookg posted up to date. I 
immediately conferred with Col. Laird 
and on the same day I sent for Healy, 
who came to my office Jan. 12. 

‘He admitted that his books were not 
posted up to date, but assured me ‘that 
the funds were intact and that the of- 
ficers of the association had given him 
until the first of:the next month _ to 
get them up. Notwithstanding this, on 
the same day I instructed Lieut. Mc- 
Cormack to go out and assist Healy in 
bringing his books down to date and to 
ascertain whether the funds were in- 
tact. At the next meeting of the board, 
two days later, you were advised of all 
I had done.’ 

In reply to the fourth charge, that he 
issued an order specifically commanding 
that Healy, alone and without wit- 
nesses, was to be permitted access to 
kis books, which were already under 
suspicion, Creecy pleads that his direc- 
tions, passing through Acting Chief Gil- 
laspy and the lieutenant in command at 
the Magnolia avenue station, may have 
been misunderstood. 

“T want to state in the most unequiv- 
ocal manner,” declares he, “‘that my in- 
structions were that Healy was not to 
go into’ the office unless accompanied by 
,Lieut., McCormack, and the fact is that 
‘Healy did not go into the room alone.” 

The suspended Chief makes a sharp 
thrust at the Police Board in response 
to the accusation that he did not prefer 
charges against Patrick V. Cahill, 
“though knowing that he was in the 
habit of associating with notorious per- 
sons and that he had been charged by 
dive keepers with accepting money for 
police protection.”’ 


Defends Detective Cahill. 
‘In one instance,’’ says he, “I Soni 


that Cahill had associated with a sup- 
posedly questionable character, but this 
is a man to whom the board has since 
given its indorsement by qualifying him 
as @ private watchman with the au- 
thority of a police officer.’’ 

Creecy points out that Cahill was com- 
pelled to associate with improper char- 
acters in the discharge of duty. 

“J did hear,” he continues, “and I in- 
vestigated the charge of grafting on 
his part. The charge was made by one 
of the most disreputable negro women 
in the city. It was entirely uncorrob- 
orated and I hadn’t the conscience to 
make formally so serious a charge 
against a seemingly worthy and cer- 
tainly efficient officer.” 

In the sixth charge, Creecy ig ac- 
cused of failing to prohibit the issuance 
of complimentary tickets to the police 
benefit in 1908. To this charge he enters 
a. flat. denial. 

In reply to the seventh charge, that 
of accepting the gift of a cravenette 
coat from Healy without permission of 
the Police Board, Creecy says the coat 
Was not a present, and that it was 
worth only $5 anyhow. 

“It was left in my office in my ab- 
sence,”” said he. “It never impressed 
me as being a gift. Perhaps I have 
been guilty of some technical infrac- 
tion of the manual in this matter. If 
so, I regret it, and plead want of crim- 
inal intent.”’ 

To the last charge, that of insubordl- 
nation by making disrespectful re- 
marks concerning the Police Commils- 
sioners, Creecy rejoins that, excepting 
this letter to the board, he has never 
spoken or written a word that could 
be interpreted as insubordination. 

Demands Board Retract. 

“My career as Chief is ended,” he 
concludes, “everybody knows this. You 
have the power to take my office from 
me, but you have not the right to take 
from me my reputation, and by all 
the power that now resides in me, you 
shall not do it{ The charges you have 
made are false and without foundation, 
hand I ask that you dismiss them. 

“Your course has caused the public to 
infer that I am particeps criminig to 
the defalcation in the Police Relief As- 
sociation and I ask that you make pub- 
lic and spread upon your records a re- 
pudiation of the inference which you 
have caused to be drawn.

Albrecht declared himself in favor 
of the window-washing plan; anda he 
and C. M. Cherry, secretary of the as- 
sociation, offered to subscribe $2000 for 
improvement of the river front. 

The new Progressive Downtown Im- 
provement Association will make its 
first crusade for a new municipal mar- 
ket.

ANGRY AT BRANDEIS 
Cabinet Officer Objects to 
Way Attorney Siezes 
Evidence, 





WASHIINGTON, April 2—Tf they 
think they can attack mé with im- 
punity, they are mistaxen,” said Rich- 
ard A. Eallinger, Secretary of the In- 
terior, today, referring to the publica- 
tions concerning him which are appear- 
ing in Céllier’s Weekly. He announced 
emphatically that he proposed to “bring 
them to justice in due time.” 

While Ballinger would not indicate 
when or what proceedings in law would 
be instituted against the periodical, he 
said if he lived long: enough, “it would 
suffer all the penalties the law will 
warrant.”’ 

The statement that he intended seek- 
ing redress through the medium of the 
courts was made in discussing the ar- 
ticle in the current issue of Collier’s, 
headed “Ballinger—Shyster,” in which 
the Secretary of the [Interior is 
accused of an ‘‘unpardonable breach of 
professional honor in connéction with a 
‘bankruptcy proceeding in the United 
States District Court in Seattle. 


Says He. Was Exonerated. 
“For the malicious, villainous and un- 


truthful attacks, of which this is simply 
another chapter,’’ he said, “I propose to 
bring them to justice.” 

“Every suggestion they make,” he 
added, ‘has been thoroughly covered by 
testimony and orders of the United 
States District Court for the Dis- 
trict of Washington, Northern Dti- 
vision, exonerating me from the 
slightest suspicion or any irregular- 
ity or impropriety. They have delib- 
erately sent their agents and emissaries 
throughout the country to traduce me 
by a campaign of villification that is not 
warranted by any facts whatsoever. If 
they think they can attack me with im- 
punity, they are mistaken.”’ 

New Article Saturday. 

The article\ in today’s issue of Col- 
lier’s presents charges against Ballinger 
in connectior’ with his relation as an 
attorney several years ago for Heck- 
mann & Hanson, shipbuilders, at Seat- 
tle, Wash. It charges him with an un- 
pardonable breach of professional hon- 
or. 

After the shipbuilding firm’s affairs 
had been wound up, it is alleged that 
an effort was made by Heckmann to 
have his estate reopened, believing that 
his firm had not been fairly dealt with. 

It ts charged that the referee of the 
Federal Court appointed to inquire into 
the matter by Judge C. H. Hanford, 
who is described as a close friend of 
Ballinger, “whitewashed” the Secretary 
of the Interior and the other attorneys 
concerned. Later, it was said, Jerold 
L. Finch, attorney for Heckmann and 
Hanson, in the later proceedings filed 
a petition in Judge Hanford’s court ask- 
ing for the disbarment of Ballinger and 
the other attorneys. 

It was referred to the bar association, 
which, it was charged, ‘‘whitewashed”’ 
Ballinger, but refused to take any ac- 
tion against Finch. 

Shews Copies of Proceedings. 

In refutation of these charges, Ballin- 
ger exhibited certified copies of the pro-: 
ceedings tn the Federal Court in Seattle, 
in which he was exonerated by Judge 
Hanford, the master in’ chancery, and 
a committee of the Federal Bar Associa- 
tion, of the charges preferred by Finch. 

In denying the petition to reopen the 
case, Judge Hanford said the accusa- 
tion’ against Ballinger was “not sup- 
ported by a scintilla of evidence,”’ 

The committee of the Bar Association, 
which exonerated Ballinger, stated the 
charges were without foundation and 
were made without sufficient investiga- 
tion of the facts. 

The committee said that Finch had 
not been actuated by malice in making 
the allegations, and for that reason he 
should not be disbarred, but stated that 
he justly deserves the censure of the 
bar of the Federal Court.

DECISION IS IGNORED 


Judge Adams’ Action Does 
Not Prevent Trimming of 
Macon Assessment.

While the total assessment of St. Louis 
real estate and personal property at 
$535,614,529 remains unchanged, the State 
Board of Equalization has ordered an 
ageregate reduction of $18,941,425 in the 
figures returned by the assessors from 
74 out of 114 counties of the State. 

Attorney-General Major, Auditor Gor- 
don and Secretary of State Roach,. a 
majority of the board, took this Action 
after a resolution offered by Treasurer 
Cowgill to assess poperty at its full 
value in compliance with the law was 
voted down. Governor Hadley support- 
ed the Cowgill motion. 

‘I want to be recordeu. as voting yes,” 
said the Governor, “for the reason that 
in my judgment these equalizations of 
assessments in various counties of the 
State are not made according to lew.”’ 

Finding that the other members of the 
board were obdurate, Cowgill changed 
his vote, explaining that while he had 
not changed his position, he thought the 
majority should rule. : 


Judge Adams’ Decision Ignored. 
The board emphasized its determina- 


tion to pay no attention to the recent 
tax decision of Judge Adams by re- 
ducing the Macon County assessment 
$69, 808. 

In the case of Arthur Huidekoper of 
Meadville, Pa.,. who holds $236,000 of Ma- 
con County bonds, Judge Adams de- 
clared that Gordon, Roach and Major 
had combined to prevent the increase of 
country taxes. Previously, District 
Judge Dyer had refused to issue an al- 
ternative writ of mandamus sought by 
Huidekoper to compel the State Board 


| to assess Macon County property at its 


true cash value. Judge Adams over- 
ruled the Dyer decision and remanded 
the case for action. 

If Huidekoper, who is suing to recover 
interest on the Macon County bonds, is 
successful, the Macon County assess- 
ment, he figures, will be raised approx- 
imately $17,000,000. It is believed the as- 
sessments in othér counties would be in- 
creased likewise if it is held that the 
work of the Equalization Board is sub- 
ject to alteration. 

The assessment figures just made 
public at Jefferson City show that the 
various counties are: paying ta:es on a 
basis of less than 30 per cent of total 
property valuations. In some instances, 
the percentage of valuation is much 
smaller. 

Macon County, although paying more 
taxes than in 1909, is assessed on a ba- 
sis of 2% per cent, figuring its farm 
lands at $4 an acre, which is too low, 
according to land experts. The county 
tax is 60 cents on the hundred dollars 
valuation; school tax averages 47 cents. 
The town real estate in Macon County 
is assessed on a basis of 33 1-8 per cent. 

Centrasted with the St. Louis: home 
owner, the Macon County taxpayer has 
far the best of it in the matter of 
taxes. : 

For example, if a Maco County farm 
is worth $20,000, the average assessment 
rate for purposes of taxation is 26 per 
cent, or one-fourth, amounting te $5000 
The tax bill on that sum is $53.50. 


State Loses Revenue. 
In St. Louis the assessment on the 


game amount of property would amount 
to $12,000 or approximately © per cent 
of its value. The tax rate here being 
$2.25 on the one hundred dollars valua- 
tion, the St. Louis tax payer would have 
to pay the city treasury $270, or nearly 
six times more than is charged against 
the Macon County property holder. 

On all taxes collected, the State reve- 
rue fund receives 17 cents on each $10) 
valuation.

The foregoing conversation took place 
in Johnson's training quarters in the 
rear of his home at Wabash and Thirty- 
fourth streets, where the champion is 
going through his preliminary condition- 
ing stunts for the battle of July 4 He 
had just finished his work for the day 
and stood, half naked, like a huge 
ebony statue, fresh from the hands of 
the rubber, his black skin glistening in 
the rays of the sun. Slipping a heavy 
woolen sweater over his head he seated 
himself comfortably in the depths of a 
big wickerwerk rocking chair, and in- 
dulged in another capacious grin. , 

Johnson Real Serious About It. 

“Perhaps you think I’m kidding,” he 
laughed, ‘but what I’m going to say is 
in dead earnest. As sure as the sun 
shines on us today I expect to knock 
cut Jim Jeffries within 18 or 20 rounds. 

“Now, in the first place, fighting is a4 
simple matter of business with me. I’m 
in the game for what I can make out 
of it, and personal likes and dislikes 
don’t cut any ice with me, ne more 
than it does with any other business 
man who lays his plans to clean up a 
bunch of money. Of course, I'm proud 
of being the first colored man that has 
held the world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship. It’s only human nature that I 
should be. I'll admit there have been 
men I fought that I didn’t have a power 
of use for, but I never let that inter- 
tere with any scheme of fighting I had 
in mind, 

“By that I mean that I wouldn't be 
foolish enough to take a chance and 
try to rush an opponent off his feet 





figures on taking the heart out of me 
early in the game. He thinks he can 
bull me all over ‘the ring in the first 
eight rounds and have me hanging on 
for dear life. And that’s the idea a 
good many of his friends have, too.”’ 

Jehnson paused for a second, his big 
white teeth came together with a snap 
like a steel trap, and his heavy jaws 
set rigidly.

Jeff May Meet His Master. 

“The man doesn't live on this earth 
who can throw me around just as he 
wants to.

I know I don’t look the 
part, and you can ask anyone I’ve 
boxed with if I'm an easy guy to maul 
around at close quarters. Also you can 
bet your last dollar that. this fight 
is going to be different from any other 
I’ve taken part in. 

“It’s. the truth that never yet, since 
I’ve passed my novice Gays tn the ring, 
have I been fully extended. I never 
had to bring every pound of punching 
power in my muscles into play, and I’ve 
always had plenty of reserve force te 
fall back on if I had needed it. But ft 
happened that I always won with some 
thing considerable to spare. Therefore 
I den’t think it’s. boasting when I say 
that nobody has ever got a complete 
Jine on what I can do. This time I 
mean to let out every link in my body, 
and there'll be some astonished faces 
at the ringside when they see me going 
my full gait. 

“Jeffries won't be able to feaze me in 
the opening rounds, as he hopes to. 
When he finds that he hasn’t got me 
scared to death, and I am getting back 
at him with punch for punch, and sev- 
eral over for good measure, he'll get 
some discouraged. Then is when I mean 
to do some rough mauling myself. I'll 
set him the fastest pace he was ever 
up against in his life, and believe mé, 
he won't be able to stand it. You 
often hear folks who think they know 
it all say that I lack punching power. 
The fact is, I’ve never been obliged 
to cut loose with all there’s in me up 
to date. When I do, you'll hear some- 
thing drop, and drop heavy. 

“The thing I'll pay most attention to 
in getting into trim for this battle is 
wind. Not be¢ause I expect a long 
fight—quite the contrary. But I look 
for the speed to be at the high mark 
while it does last, and I want to be 
able to step £0 swift that it will make 
everyone open their eyes. Bag punch- 
ing and throwing the medtcine ball are 
two of my favorite stunts for sharpen- 
ing the wind, and I get plenty of ‘both.

“I noticed in @ newspaper the other 
day where Jeffries admitted that Jim 
Corbett outpointed him all the way up 
to the time of the knockout in their 
fight. Well, I can outpoint him as easy 
as Corbett did, but there'll be a whole 
lot more power to my blows, If Cor- 
bett could have punched hard enough 
to stop a lightweight he’a have put 
Jeffries down for the full count that 
time. I consider myseif every bit as 
clever as Corbett, and I can punch twice 
as hard as he ever could.”

Oftentimes I have made false shots 
while throwing from a standing posture.

It’s been broken 
four times by foul. tips in minor and 
major league games, and on many occa- 
sions I have been forced to retire, ow- 
ing to hurts, but the digit is of in- 
estimable value in the pegging. 


Hurt Catching Foul. 
Of all the smash-ups [| have figured in 


while playing ball the accident while I 
was with the Boone (lIo.) club in 1904 
was by long odds the most serious. In 
the ninth round of a game one hot after- 
noon I ran at top speed to catch a foul 
ball that was alighting near the edge 
of the field.- First thing I knew I didn’t 
know anything, for I had crashed into 
a hitching rack used by farmer fans to 
tie their horses during the game. The 
doctors at the hospital later patched up 
my dislecated shoulder and reduced my 
fractured collar bone. I didn’t wear a 
uniform for five months after that col- 
lision. 

“Bugs” Raymond, now of the New 
York Giants, fixed my clock in 1906, 
sendnig me to the cleaners for almost a 
month. At that time I was catching 
for Atlanta, and during the series at 
Nashville I caught the first game. The 
mahager asked mé to go in and work 
the second contest. Raymond signaled 
a “spitter’’ with Red Russell, a danger- 
ous batter up, and immediately crossed 
the signal, shooting a fast one down the 
groove. Russell fouled the ball and 
it banged back against my leg, splinter- 
ing the «knee cap. 

Again they carted me off to the hos- 
pital, and while cooped up there the doc- 
tors inserted a lot of silver wire in the 
cap to bring the splintered bones to- 
gether. The wire is still there, although 
it has at no time interfered with my 
playing.

BY JAMES RECTOR. 


HERE are two accepted methods of 
Ee training a+ sprinter, the English 
and the American. Recently, es- 
pecially since the Olympic games of 1908, 
there has been much discussion, both 
pro and con, as to which method is su- 
perior. 

It is not the object of this article to 
answer thet question, but it may be ad- 
vancageous to briefly state that the En- 
gliish adhere to no set rules of diet, nor 
in fact to any well-defined principles of 
training. On the other hand, Ameri- 
can athletes usually observe a very 
strict diet, denying themselves luxuries 
and governing themselves both mental- 
ly and physically with almost clock-like 
regularity. The reader may draw his 
own conclusions as to which method is 
superior. 

It may also be well to state, in this 
connection, that “training” an athlete. 
and “‘coaching’’ an athlete, are two sep- 
arate subjects. The trainer’ s duties are 
usually those of putting the athlete in 
fit physical condition, while the coach 
teaches him the tricks of the trade. 

It is upon the latter subject that one 
finds such diversity of opinion among 
the coaches, and it is only rarely that 
two of them agree. To this point I shall 
confine myself for the présent, and take 
as my subject the sprinter. 


Start Is Most Important. 


It is univérsally conceded that mastery 
of the “start” is the sprinter’s most 
arduous task. If he is successful in this 
work, he certainly has accomplished 
what the great majority fail to do, and 
his advantage is so great that he will 
win most of his races eyen if he can- 
not run as fast as his competitor, when 
once under full speed. Therefore the 


‘start should be his primary object. 


It will be recalled by many of the 
sprinters who ran ten or twelve years 
ago, that they were taught in taking 
the crouched position, to plant the toe 
of the rear foot not less than 18 
inches behind the heel of the ad- 
vanced foot. This was, at that time, 
and in fact still is, considered funda- 
mental by nearly all the coaches of 
today. 

‘Personally, I did not observe this 
well-known rule when running, and 
adopted another which for the time 


being, was unheard of, and to which. 


I give most of the credit for what 
success I had as a sprinter. 


The change made was simply this: 
Instead of putting the rear foot some 


elghteen or twenty inches behind the, 
when in the crouched) 


advanced foot, 
position, I brought it up to not more 
than-six or eight inches away. It) 
will readily be seen by one taking! 
that position the whole body is far' 
more compact and the response of the 
muscies will take effect much soon- 
er. When one is in a “set” position| 
awaiting the signal he should be pre-: 
pared to leave the mark like a spring, 
but this I found hard to do with the! 
rear foot dragging behind like the 
tail of a comet. 

There is a second well-accepted rule 
that I transgressed, and no doubt many 
of the coaches will refuse to agree with 
me upon this point. I was first taught 
to take a huge lunge upon my first 
stride, covering as much ground as pos- 
sible, say four feet. The theory of this 
is based upon the fact that the sprinter 
is that much nearer the finish, The 
theory is all right, to be sure, as are 
most theories, but there are many faults 
with it im practice. Upon taking this 
jong first stride I found the body inclined 
backward. It will be seen that this 
position is wrong and that the sprinter 
should be inclined forward every step 
of his race, because the weight of his 
body in advance is bound to help him 
along. Therefore, taking this long step 
upon the first stride, the sprinter must 
by necessity use an immense amount of 
energy, strength and time in his sec- 
ond stride, to regain a normal racing 
position. 

Seeing the disadvantages far out- 
weighed the advantages, and well know- 
ing that every fraction of an inch 
counted, I found the following change 
highly successful: 

Instead of taking the four-foot stride 
as above described, I took a short one, 
of not more than 10 er 12 inches. This 
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celerate their speed to a surprising de- 
gree. 

Properly used, the arms should be 
swung with great force. alternately, 
backward an forward, with the oppo- 
site leg. They should be swung paral- 
lel with the sides of the body, and not 
across, beeause if swung across they

What has been said here may be ob- 
jected to by many who know the fine 
points of the game.

Every sprinter should be trained dif- 
ferently, and according to his nature. I 
found the above methods successful. 


“ON DRUNKEN J 


The number of automobile accidents 
which have occurred recently, several 
of them fatal to pedestrians or passen- 
gers in the motor cars, has aroused the 
automobi‘e public as well as the police 
and it is probable that: steps will be 
taken to enforce the existing laws and 
regulations and those recently passed 
with rigid severity. 

The joy rider. whose mental aberra- 
tion has reached such a stage of brain 
decay as to make him a menace to the 
public is to be dealt with as harshly as 
possible, if the’ sane motorists of the 
city can assist the police in the matter 
of having top fines assessed and where 
it can be shown that criminal care‘ess- 
ness existed, a Workhouse sentence of 
six months without the option of pay- 
ing a fine will be assessed. 

Motorists, the owners as well as the 
dealers, realize that the joy rider does 
more to injure the automobile business 
and to prevent sales of cars, than all 
the other difficulties combined. Be- 
cause of the idiocy of a few drunken 
“near-sports” as they are termed, the 
public is prejudiced against automobil- 
ing and automobilists and the result is 
the passing of stringent laws, which 
work great hardships on careful drivers 
and owners of cars. 

The average motorist, or say 99 in 100 
of them, are not speeders and they 
drive carefully, as much for their own 
protection as for that of the public, and 
they are not at any time a menace in 
their use of the. streets. 
seeing only the dreadful carnage 
lieve that all automobilists are reckless. 
The resultant injustice of this feeling 
is apparent so the full limit of the law 
is to be put on the flagrant speéder or 
joy rider. 

Another move planned among owners 
is to absolutely ostracise drivers who 
are found speeding or scrubbing or joy 
riding and to see that they cannot se- 
cure positions at driving in St. Louis. 

A section of the law which is much 
disregarded and which is to be .en- 
forced, No. 1553 of the city code, recites 
the kind of license plate to be issued 
by the License Collector, and section 
1554 says 

“Such license .plate shall be attached 
to and kept upon the rear of the auto- 
mobile in such manner that such li- 
cense plate shall not sway in any direc- 
tion independent of the motion of such 
automobile and in such manner that 
the light required to be carried at ‘night 
will make the figure and letters of such 
license plate plainly visible and in such 
manner that the same will be jn plain 
sight and not hidderm by any obstruc- 
tion on the automobile.” 

This section, repealing all conflicting 
sections, was approved and became éf- 
ective March 1, 1910.
